Saddam said the reason for holding foreigners had di- 
minished. He also said Iraqi troops had been given the 
time to become battle ready. 

The Iraqi leader also noted there had been growing 
opposition in the United States to President Bush’s efforts 
to form a consensus for military action to dislodge Iraq 
from Kuwait. 

The 250-seat National Assembly, which routinely backs 
the ruling Baath party leader, scheduled a meeting for 11 
a.m. Friday. 

If it approves Saddam’s proposal as expected, it would 
be the first time Iraq has agreed to abide by a U.N. 
Security Council resolution on the crisis sparked by Iraq’s 
Aug. 2 invasion of Kuwait. 

Iraq holds thousands of foreigners, whom it refers to as 
“guests.” Some 600 of them have been moved to strategic 
sites to serve as human shields to ward off military action. 

Saddam said the foreigners were people “who do not 


want to fight” and who got “trapped in the space between 
the two trenches.” 

In all, there are an estimated 950,000 foreigners in Iraq 
and occupied Kuwait, but Saddam earlier said most 
Asians and Arabs were free to leave. 

There was a spontaneous celebration Thursday at the 
Al-Mansour Melia Hotel in downtown Baghdad, where 
several hostages were brought to meet with visiting fam- 
ily members. 

“We did it at last and now we can go home for Christ- 
mas,” said Susan Dring, who traveled to Baghdad last 
week to try to win her husband’s freedom. 

Michael Dring stood behind her, celebrating with a can 
of imported beer. 

Saddam’s decision coincided with a report that his for- 
eign minister, Tariq Aziz, will meet with Bush in Wash- 
ington on Dec. 17 to discuss a possible settlement of the 
crisis. 

Bush had said he would receive Aziz during the week of

Dec. 10, then dispatch Secretary of State James A. Baker 
III to Baghdad. 

The announcement also came as a source in Paris said 
ambassadors of the five permanent members of the Secu- 
rity Council had agreed on a resolution seeking an interna- 
tional peace conference on the Middle East. 

In his letter to parliament speaker Sadi Mehdi Saleh, 
Saddam said his decision was prompted by recent consul- 
tations with his “Arab brothers,” a reference to a meeting 
Tuesday with King Hussein of Jordan, PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat and Yemeni Vice President Ali Salem al-Beidh. 

Saddam said “the veason for which the foreigners were 
prevented from travel have diminished and has been re- 
placed by something more powerful. 

He told Saleh the foreigners were interned to “delay 
war” and provide Iraqi forces with enough time to prepare 
for a possible war over Kuwait. Now that the Iraqi mili- 
tary is battle ready, Saddam said, the foreigners should 
regain their “freedom to travel.”

“Soviet women have a lot more re- 
spect for American men than for So- 
viet men,” said Sergei Kurochkin, 39, 
a former computer software designer 
who founded God Send last April. 

“They say Soviet men are lazy, un- 
faithful and rude. 

“They want someone who will hold 
doors open for them.” 

Again and again, those sentiments 
are reflected in the seductive short 
letters that women who join God Send 
write about themselves. 

“Y’m kind and sensitive and I want 
to marry a gentleman,” wrote Maria. 
“T want to look after him.” 

Many letters also brim with frus- 
tration over the competing demands 
of working full-time, shopping and 
keeping a home. 

For $25, an American man can re- 
ceive a packet of a dozen such letters 
and photographs from a Los Angeles- 
based agency called American-Rus- 
sian Matchmaking. 

After corresponding by mail, the 
would-be American groom can ar- 
range through God Send to go to the 
Soviet Union for 10 days to meet his 
prospective mate, a trip that costs 
between $1,500 and $4,000. 

If he ends up marrying one of the 
women, the price rises even more: by 
contract, he’s obligated to pay the 
matchmakers $3,000.

SANTIAGO, Chile — President 
Bush on Thursday welcomed Iraq’s 
surprise promise to free all foreign 
hostages but said the United States 
must not relax its war footing in the 
Persian Gulf. 

“We've got to continue to keep the 
pressure on,” he said. 

In Washington, Secretary of State 
James A. Baker III said Iraq had told 
the United States that all 900 Ameri- 
cans held in Iraq and Kuwait would be 
released. 

The State Department said the 
Voice of America was broadcasting a 
message Thursday night saying, “We 
are making preparations to evacuate 
all U.S. citizens as soon as they are 
permitted to leave.” 

Bush said, “It seems to be a little 
movement here, a little movement 
there.” 

Yet, he said, Saddam Hussein still 
“must leave Kuwait without reserva- 
tion, without condition.” 

Baker said of Saddam’s announce- 
ment, “It seems to me no coincidence 
that this comes just one week, just 


one week, after the international 
community has authorized the use of 
force.” 

Facing Baker at a House Foreign 
Affairs Committee hearing, Rep. Lee 
Hamilton, D-Ind., asked, “Why 
should we not wait for this policy of 
sanctions, diplomacy and putting in 
place a credible military force ... to 
work?” 

“What is working,” Baker re- 
sponded, “is that we are beginning 
finally to get the clear message across 
to Saddam Hussein. ... If we want a 
peaceful solution, it should be crystal 
clear to them that force is not going to 
be ruled out as an option.” 

“There are no secret negotiations, 
direct or indirect with Iraq over this 
question,” Bush said. “None. And 
there will be none. 

“We are not going to get diverted 
from the full implementation of the 
United Nations resolutions in order 
to give him some face-saving way out 
of something he shouldn’t have gotten 
into in the first place,” Bush said. 

“It is clear what his ploy is,” Bush 
said, “and that ploy is not going to be 
successful.” 


Cautious consumers 
curtail retail spending

Consumer worries about the econ- 
omy and the Middle East overshad- 
owed the holiday spirit in November, 
handing big retailers another disap- 
pointing month and raising the possi- 
bility of a disastrous Christmas for 
store owners. 

Consumers sharply curtailed holi- 
day spending, even during the 
Thanksgiving weekend, which is tra- 
ditionally one of the biggest shopping 
periods all year. 

Several stores said their sales fell 
from November 1989 levels, including 
Sears, Roebuck and Co., J.C. Penney 
Co. Inc. and May Department Stores 
Co. 

Retailers are expecting most of 
their holiday business to come during 
the last 10 days before Christmas, but 
analysts were pessimistic. 

Consumer spending on non-essen- 
tials such as clothing, furniture and 
appliances has fallen sharply since the 
Iraqi invasion of Kuwait sent gasoline 
and heating oil prices higher, leaving 
Americans with less money to spend. 

Many shoppers have said they will 


spend less on gifts this Christmas be- 
cause they don’t have as much extra 
money as they did last year. Con- 
sumer caution was evident last month 
not only in how much shoppers were 
spending, but in what consumers 
were buying and where they 
shopped. 

Department stores and general 
merchandise retailers like Sears bore 
the brunt of November’s dismal re- 
sults, but discount stores fared some- 
what better. 

Kenneth Macke, the chairman of 
Dayton Hudson Corp., the depart- 
ment store chain that also owns Mar- 
shall Field’s and Target, said this 
week that some of the most popular 
items this season were practical 
rather than trendy: flannel shirts and 
clothing made of fleece. 

A poor Christmas could lead to 
severe financial problems for some 
companies. One already struggling is 
Child World Inc., the nation’s second- 
largest toy store chain, which has sus- 
pended payment on some bills be- 
cause it is short of cash. Many stores 
have been cutting their inventories in 
hopes of avoiding markdowns. 


BYU cancels Israel study abroad

BYU has canceled plans to send 
students to the Jerusalem Center for 
Near Eastern Studies for the Winter 
1991 Semester. 

The decision by the Jerusalem Cen- 
ter Executive Council and BYU’s 
Board of Trustees was announced 
Wednesday. 

The council reviewed the status of 
the Jerusalem Center in light of the 
U.N. Security Council’s decision to 
authorize the use of force against Sad- 
dam Hussein after Jan. 15. 

Letters have been sent to students 
and parents notifying them of the 
board’s decision and informing them 
that they may attend BYU instead, 
said Paul Richards, director of public 
communications. 

“Up until yesterday we were oper- 
ating under the assumption that the 
program would go ahead as usual,” 
Richards said. “After further review 
they felt it would not be prudent at 
this time to send students to 
Jerusalem.” 

He said the decision “appeared to 
be the best course to follow.” 

A maintenance staff will remain at 


the center, but there will not be any | 


need to staff the center with faculty, 
Richards said. 

Fall Semester at the Jerusalem 
Center has already ended, said

Number of homicides increases in U.S. 


With nearly a month left in 1990, more than a dozen large U.S. cities already 
have broken their annual homicide records and others are certain to follow in 
the final weeks of bloodletting. 

Records have fallen in Dallas, Phoenix, San Antonio, Memphis, Milwaukee, 
Boston and New Orleans, police in those cities report. They have also been 
broken in Richmond, Va., in Providence, R.I., Bridgeport, Conn., and Oak- 
land and Fresno, Calif. 

New York City recorded its 2,000th violent death of the year last weekend, 
when seven people were killed in one night. 

The city: had long since surpassed its old record of 1,905 homicides, set just 
last year. 

Washington, D.C.’s mark of 434 homicides fell late last month, making it 
likely that the nation’s capital, which has the highest per-capita homicide rate, 
would remain the murder capital as well. 

Homicide records have been broken in eight of the nation’s 20 largest cities. 
Police in those 20 cities have recorded 7,647 homicides so far this year, up 
about 3 percent from last year. 

The United States is already more violent than any other developed nation. 
Guns and drugs get most of the blame, but many law enforcement officials and 
social scientists are beginning to question something more fundamental: the 
value that American society places on life. 


Bangerter hopes to insure ‘uninsurable’ 


SALT LAKE CITY — Hoping to launch a state insurance pool for Utahns 
deemed as “uninsurable,” Gov. Norm Bangerter has included $3 million for 
creation of the plan in his 1991-92 budget. 

The appropriation, which Bangerter announced. during a Wednesday meet- 
ing with the Comprehensive Health Insurance Pool Board, could be enough to 
keep the plan going indefinitely. 

However, a board-commissioned study warns that the plan could require 
further state subsidies down the road. 

The plan has a special meaning to board chairman Bill Willson, who suffers. 
from multiple sclerosis. Although Wilson himself is covered by insurance, he 
sympathizes with an estimated 6,000 Utahns whose medical conditions have 
made them uninsurable by normal means. 

“I’m locked into working for a big company if I want coverage,” said Willson, 
who is executive director of the Utah Community Health Plan, an Intermoun- 
tain Health Care company. “From a moral standpoint, that’s unacceptable.” . 


Government may OK new contraceptive 


WASHINGTON — The government is expected to give American women 
their first new birth control option in three decades when it approves a 
hormonal implant that prevents pregnancy for up to five years, officials said 
Thu: sday. 

The implant, called Norplant, was expected to win government approval 
within days, according to government and industry sources who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

The method involves implanting in a woman’s upper arm six silicone rubber 
capsules, each about the size of an inch-and-a-half-long wooden matchstick. 
The procedure is done with local anesthesia and the implant isn’t noticeable. 

The capsules contain a hormone called levonorgestrel, a synthetic 
progestin, that is released slowly over time. 

The contraceptive effects are reversed immediately upon removal. 

“Norplant is one of the most significant advances in contraception we’ve had 
in the last 30 years,” since the birth control pill and intrauterine device became 
available, said Dr. Samuel A. Pasquale of the Robert Wood Johnson Medical 
School in New Brunswick, N.J. 


Italian military jet crashes into school 


BOLOGNA, Italy — A burning, pilotless military jet plowed into a class- 
room at a suburban high school Thursday, killing 12 students, officials said. 
Many survivors jumped from upper windows and were among the 87 injured. 

The pilot of the Italian air force jet had been trying to land his disabled plane 
in fields near the school, and he ejected minutes before the crash, Gen. Carlo 
Brandini said. The pilot suffered injuries. 

Some survivors, engulfed by heavy smoke, were rescued from the third 
floor by firemen on ladders. 

Police said 87 people suffered burns, broken bones or smoke inhalation and 
were taken by ambulance or helicopter to hospitals in Bologna. One fireman 
was hurt.

Computer failure delays shuttle mission 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Space shuttle Columbia’s star-gazing mis- 
sion suffered yet another major setback when the astronauts Thursday lost 
their only working computer terminal for operating a $150 million observa- 
tory. 

Observations, already lagging far behind, were halted as a frustrated 
NASA scrambled to devise a plan to control three of the telescopes from the 
ground. 

“We've got to bootstrap ourselves from ground zero,” said mission scientist 
Ted Gull. 

“T’m not sure whether to smile ear to ear or cry,” said William Blair of Johns 
Hopkins University, revealing data of a supernova remnant that the school’s 
telescope made before being shut down. 

The four astronomers aboard Columbia were forced to halt observations 
Thursday morning when a flight deck computer overheated and automatically 
turned off. Moments before, they had smelled a burning odor. 

The astronauts had been managing the Astro observatory’s three ultravio- 
let telescopes with the one remaining terminal.

Thefts on campus increase as the 
holidays and textbook buy-back ap- 
proach, said an official with the Uni- 
versity Police Department. 

Students need to be more cautious 
during this time of year, said Lt. Greg 
Barber. 

Thieves find students to be easy 
targets because many students are 
careless or too trusting. 

Brian Andreason of the University 
Police said, “Many times people set 
themselves up to be victims. 

“People tend to be too trusting, 
with an attitude that everyone is basi- 
cally honest. Students forget that 
many people on campus are not affili- 
ated with the university or do not ad- 
here to the honor code.” 

Books are among the more popular 
items for thieves to steal on campus. 
“Thieves like to steal books and sell 
them at the BYU Bookstore’s text- 
book buy-back. Book theft shows the 
lack of intelligence on the part of the 
thief because it is one of the easiest 
crimes to solve,” Barber said. 

It may be wise to write your name 
in the front of the book and some- 
where on the middle pages also, Bar- 
ber said. 

Bicycle theft is also a concern for 
University Police, who say there has 
been an increase in bicycle theft on 
campus. 

According to the University Police, 
there are two types of bicycle thieves 
on campus — the joy rider and the 
serious thief. 

The joy rider needs a quick ride 
home or across campus, and the bicy- 
cle is usually left in another part of 
campus. 

The serious thief is usually not affil- 
iated with the university and is only

The University Chorale and Children’s Choir will 
join together for a free Christmas concert tonight 
at 7:30 in the de Jong Concert Hall, HF AC. 

The Children’s Choir will open the concert with 
Christmas music from around the world, and mem- 
bers will be wearing costumes representing differ- 
ent cultures and countries, said Kathy B. Parker, 
director of the children’s group. 

Parker said the children will sing in several dif- 
ferent languages, including Latin, Middle English, 
French, Spanish, German and English.

Symphony Hall won't be selling 
popeorn tonight and Saturday at 8 
p.m. , but it will be showing a movie. 

The Utah Symphony will be accom- 
panying Sergei Eisenstein’s classic, 
“Alexander Nevsky,” with the film 
score that was written for the 1938 
film by Sergei Prokofiev. 

Utah Symphony spokesperson 
Debbie Hendrickson said the film and 
accompanying score are the result of 
two geniuses working very closely to- 
gether. Parts of the movie were 
filmed to match the music. 

In a radio interview about the con- 
cert, Joseph Silverstein, the conduc- 
tor, said it is a remarkable collabora- 
tion of movie, music and composer. 

The Utah Symphony, Utah Sym- 
phony Chorus and mezzo-soprano 
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Laura Garff will all combine efforts to 
bring the story of Russian folk hero 
Alexander Nevsky’s battle against in- 
vading German knights to life. 

Garff will sing the part of a mother 
who surveys the field of the dead after 
the battle, Silverstein said. 

The film is not completely silent; it 
contains spoken dialogue and sound 
effects. 

English subtitles were written by 
Sonya Friedman, an independent film 
producer, director and writer, said 
Hendrickson. 

The original print of the film was 
regenerated by Bell Systems into a 
high quality print, Hendrickson said, 
and producer John Goberman has 
taken “Alexander Nevsky” to Seat- 
tle, Boston, Philadelphia, Los Ange- 
les and London. 

Silverstein called the film “a 
polestar of cinematic development.” 
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He said one of the more impressive 
sections of the film and music is the 
battle on ice. 

The symphony creates the sounds 
of great volleys of spears and ice 
breaking. 

“The battle on ice keeps building 
and building and building, and when 
you think it’s going to explode, it just 
gets more intense,” he said. 

Silverstein also said the acting in 
the film is subtle. 

Student tickets are available at the 
door before the performance, and 
there will be a 10-minute symposium 
about the film and music by John Gob- 
erman immediately before the con- 
cert.

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Detmer gets trophy 


at NY black tie dinner

BYU quarterback Ty Detmer fi- 
nally got his hands on his Heisman 
Trophy Thursday in New York City 
and found out what the Heisman is all 
about. 

“The Heisman is more than just a 
trophy, it’s a fraternity,” Detmer 
said. “There’s so much more to it than 
what you realize.” 

Detmer received the coveted 
bronze statue in the Grand Ballroom 
of the Marriott Marquis Hotel in 
downtown New York while 1,500 peo- 
ple including his family, coaches. and 
16 former Heisman winners looked 
on. 

Upon accepting the award, Detmer 
said, “This is just an overwhelming 
night for me and my family. This is 
the greatest award any individualcan 
recelve.” 

The 23-year-old winner continued, 
“I grew up in awe of the Heisman 
Trophy and I’m still in awe of it.” 

For Detmer, being in the company 
of former Heisman winners has given 
him a chance to receive advice and be 
counseled by some of the best players 
ever to play college football. Fellow 
Texan Earl Campbell, the 1977 recipi- 
ent told this year’s recipient, “The 
Heisman will do more for you than 
you will do for the Heisman.” 

As one of the speakers at the 
Thursday ceremony, Campbell said, 
“Ty, we in Texas are very, very proud 
of you.” 

Coach LaVell Edwards was asked 
to speak at the dinner and paid tribute 
to Detmer and to former BYU quar- 
terbacks. “This is a tribute to each 
one of these great players to have this 
most significant honor come to BYU. 
The greatest thing I can say is that he 
has another year of eligibility.” 

BYU President Rex E. Lee fol- 
lowed Edwards by saying, “The 
Downtown Athletic Club has been 
very hospitable to us and we hope to 
do business again.” 

Since arriving in New York on 
Tuesday Detmer has been swamped 
with press conferences and speeches. 
Wednesday, Detmer attended a pre- 
Heisman dinner in his honor, accom- 
panied by previous winners in the 
Heisman room of the Downtown Ath- 
letic Club where his picture will soon 
hang along with past winners. 

Thursday morning over breakfast, 
Detmer and Edwards spoke to a 


group consisting of the 15 top high 
school football players from the New 
York area. Afterward, Detmer posed 
for pictures with the different players 
alongside his trophy. 

When Detmer did have free time, 
he, his family and girlfriend Kim Her- 
bert, a BYU senior, took advantage 
of the opportunity to see the city. The 
group made stops at F-.A.O. 
Schwartz, a famous toy store, Hard 
Rock Cafe and the Rockefeller Cen- 
ter. 

Detmer is the third straight junior 
to win the award, the two before him, 
Barry Sanders and Andre Ware both 
forfeited their senior years to enter 
the NFL. 

“I know Andre Ware said he'd be 
back. But I’m Ty Detmer and I’ll be 
back. We may see you here next 
year.” Asked if he thinks he can re- 
peat his Heisman performance next 
year, Detmer said, “It’ll be a different 
team and whole new season. I’m go- 
ing to enjoy it now while it’s here.”

Wasting research hours to find 
an ancestor someone else has al- 
ready located can be avoided by 
correlating research information, 


at the Utah Valley Family Re- 
gional History Center. 

The Family Registry is a ser- 
vice provided without charge to 
coordinate genealogy research of 
people who are working on the 
same lines, according to The Fam- 
ily Registry pamphlet. 

The Family Registry is offered 
by the Genealogical Department 
of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints and is available 
to Church members or non-mem- 
bers, said LaVerda R. Barron, a 
service missionary from Orem. 

One example of correlating re- 
search was when Judi Hansen, a 
volunteer supervisor, said she 
couldn’t find an immigrant ances- 
tor with the unusual surname of 
“Fonville.” 

Hansen registered the surname 
with the Family Registry and 
someone sent her valuable infor- 
mation about her ancestor. 

According to the pamphlet, the 
Family Registry is divided into 
two parts: registration and in- 
quiry. 

Genealogy researchers can reg- 
ister an ancestral name by com- 
pleting a Research Coordination 
Registration Form at. the 
UVRFHC located on the fourth 
floor of the Harold B. Lee Li- 
brary. 

The Family Registry has 
proved successful for a number of 
ancestral researchers. Jane Car- 
penter has been doing genealogy 
work for 22 years. She has found 
two ancestors by using this ser- 
vice.

Buddy system helps children 
with special needs socialize

The Oakridge School has intro- 
duced a buddy system to help special- 
needs children socialize with other 
children, said the principal of 
Oakridge school. 

J..Kevin Morris said that:through 


Athe prégram, special-needs childrén 


mingle with children of a neighboring 
school.“The children are responding 
to the program very well,” he said. 

Jo Clement, a third-year teacher 
leader at Oakridge, said teachers 
work with the special-needs children 
and discover their needs. After these 
needs are discovered, such as aca- 
demic, physical or social needs, each 
child is worked with on an individual 
basis: to help that child develop the 
skills to meet their needs. 

Clement said another program that 
is helping special-needs children so- 
cialize with other children is the tu- 
toring class, where sixth graders 
from Wasatch Elementary School are 
hand picked to help tutor special- 
needs children. 

“These children are hand picked be- 
cause they are responsible, under- 
standing and have a caring attitude,” 
said Clement. 

Oakridge also offers other pro- 
grams to its students. 

Morris said Oakridge is publicly 
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funded, with students between the 
ages of five and 21. Special education 
students study at the school until they 
are 22 years old. 

Morris said there are four elemen- 

tary-level classes, three middle 
classes and three secondary-level 
classes, all serving the Oakridge pro- 
gram... 
Morris said-there is an integrated: 
preschool for children between the 
ages of three and five. This program 
is integrated because half of the chil- 
dren have special needs and the other 
half do not. 

He said Oakridge also has a semi- 
nary program, which offers classes 
daily. 

Shane Fawson, 24, a special needs 
employee of Oakridge school from 
Mapleton, said he is involved with the 
young men’s group in Mapleton. 

Fawson has worked with Oakridge 
since he graduated from the school in 
1988.“I like my job,” he said. 

Fawson’s responsibilities include 
helping the kids play with toys, feed- 
ing them meals, helping with a range 
of motion exercises and transporting 
kids wherever they are suppose to be 
in the building. 

Morris said secondary students are 
taught to be independent by spending 
time in the community. Students go 
shopping and ride buses under super- 
vision or no supervision at all.

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New army recruits 
can’t choose gulf

Patriotic BYU students interested 
in serving their country in Saudi Ara- 
bia can enlist in the armed forces, but 
will not necessarily be assigned to 
participate directly in Operation 
Desert Shield, said a spokeswoman 
for U.S. Army Reserve of Utah. 

“The answer is no,” said Marilyn 
Thompson, an Army recruiter, re- 
sponding to the question if a person 
can enlist with the request to serve in 
Saudi Arabia. The Army does offer a 
number of “stations of choice,” such 
as Hawaii, but Saudi Arabia is not one 
of them. 

“An individual enlists for a particu- 
lar skill or job and is sent to where 
that skill or job is necessary,” Thomp- 
son said. ; 

Young people wanting to go to 
Saudi Arabia, however, are not rush- 
ing to the nation’s recruiting offices in 
record numbers. In fact, since the 
U.S. deployment in Saudi Arabia, the 
number of U.S. armed forces recruits 
has decreased, not increased. The di- 
minishing number of recruits is evi- 
dent both locally as well as nationally. 

According to Thompson, the num- 
ber of recruits in Utah for the Army 
and the Army Reserve is down from 
1,298 in the fall of 1989 to 1,058 in the 
fall of 1990. Provo experienced a simi- 
lar decline, with 171 recruits in the 
fall of 1989 to 107 recruits in 1990. 

Ina White House press conference 
last week, President Bush referred to 
the nation-wide decline in enlistments 
as he responded to questions concern- 
ing the reinstatement of the draft. 

Bush said, however, that despite 
the decreasing number of recruits, he 
had no plans to ask for resumption of

“The driver was making a turn and 
didn’t see the bicyclist,” he said. 

The accident is still under investi-

“U.S. deployment in Saudi Arabia 
could be affecting the number of en- 
listments, although we haven’t been 
able to give a definitive response to 
that,” said Bill Morris, a spokesman 
for the Army’s regional station of op- 
erations. 

“Common sense, however, tells 


you that the deployment has probably | 


raised some concerns,” Morris said. 

Following the country’s deploy- 
ment in Panama last year, the num- 
ber of recruits rose. “As I recall, if 
anything, there was a slight increase 
in enlistment,” he said. 

Morris said, however, that people 
who eventually sign with the armed 
forces are usually motivated by ratio- 
nal thinking, not necessarily world 
events. 

“We find that the people who meet 
our qualifications are intelligent peo- 
ple who don’t think, ‘I want to go get 
those guys,’ ” he said. “Their deci- 
sions are more rational.” 

If the possibility of not going to 
Saudi Arabia doesn’t deter BYU stu- 
dents, the process of joining the 
armed forces isn’t too difficult, Morris 
said. 

A potential recruit has to pass a 
series of aptitude tests, a physical and 
an interview with a guidance coun- 
selor before he is ready for active 
duty. If the recruit passes through 
the process, he is ready for basic 
training and his first duty station. 

“It can take between one week and 
a year before a recruit is called for 
basic training,” Morris said. 

During this delay, the recruit can 
get out of his obligation if “he has a 
reason,” Morris said. But once the 
recruit reports for basic training and 
begins active duty, he has to complete

the duration of his enlistment. 

People who enlist in the Army must 
commit to a minimum of two years, 
Thompson said. 

The entry salary for a recruit is 
$670 per month, and is higher if the 
recruit is married. The new recruit 


doesn’t have to pay for housing, medi- 
cal care or the uniform clothing. 
Thompson said there are special 
scholarships and a loan repayment 
program available to recruits to help 
them obtain a college education.
